There was a special habeas corpus case 


in chambers Saturday night before 
Judge Vail, at the office of State's Attor- 
ney Milla. It was a case from Maoou, 
and Mayor Harbert, Justice Daggett 
and Constable W. H. Willonghby, of 
Maoon, were the officiate present. The 
prisoner was Kobert Phillips, ot Maoon, 
who was arrested -n Jane and taken be- 
fore Justice Daggett, who fined him $5 
and oostn for failing to pay his dog tax 
as provided by the city ordinance. Phil- 
lips did not pay the fine.and last weei he 
was arrested on an execution. He was kept 
in custody four days by Constable Wil- 
longhby. He still refused to pay. J. D. 
Hemphill was Phillips' attorney, and 
with the aid of Attorney Webber of De- 
oatur, a petition for a writ of habeas cor- 
pus was prepared and presented to Judge 
VaiJ. It was granted, and Saturday eve- 
ning the officers drove to Deoatur in a 
buggy to show cause why they were hold- 
ing the prisoner. The Mills Bros, ap 
peared tor the Maoon authorities. The 
records in the- case together with the evi- 
dence were carefully looked over and 
some testimony wae offered. 
It was 


deemfid a plain case by Judge Vail and 
he held that Phillips was liable for the 
fine, and was properly a prisoner. Con- 
stable Willoughby drove back to Maoon 
with Phillips still a prisoner. It WB3 a 
test of the validity of the alaoon ordin- 
ance, nnd the decision of the judge was 
vary gratifying to Mayor Harbert and 
Justice Daggett.

NOT NOW IN THE DICTIONARY, f 


Words That Have Gome Oat of DM and 
Are Merely Curiosities. 


Words, like dogs and bonnets, have 
heir day, Bud when that day is past 
hey seem to be laid on the shelf like 
old-fashioned pieces ot china, to be re- 
••rded only aa curiosities. The dic- 
ionary that still keeps them in re- 
membrance, but marks them with the 
atal "obs" (obsolete), represents the 
closet shelf where the old china is still 
iolerated, not for its uee or beauty, but 
>eeanse of its very antiquity. Even 
;he presence of these words in the 
lictlonary does not arg-ue that they 
are known outside of it. For only a 
'ew weeks ago in an article describing 
ihe old piece of embroidery known as 
a sampler, the word "accend," in the 
motto worked upon the sampler, was 
corrected by the printer to "accent," 
"May heaven accend thy words with 
power." Less than a hundred years 
ago accend meant to kindle, to set on 
fire. Now it is marked obsolete in the 
dictionary and no new word has come 
to replace it. There seems no more 
reason for it to be laid on the shelf 
shan for that little old-fashioned cream 
pitcher with its quaint form and in- 
describable decoration of green lines 
and purple dots that represent no vine 
and flower known to botany, to be set 
upon my chimney piece. It has not 
outlived its usefulness just because it 
is old. There are other words the 
dictionary marks obsolete that are cur- 
rent in olil-fashioned country places, 
such as outlamler, a foreigner, which, 
Like its neighbor, outlandish, has taken 
a meaning slightly uncomplimentary. 
Aroynt, or aroint, meaning stand back 
or get behind, is still used by the 
milkmaid in speaking to the cow that 
will not stand in her place to be milked. 
'Centrist that fellow!" one boy says of 
another who teases him and the dic- 
tionary says it means to make sad, but 
that it is obsolete. 


We should not ascribe any departure 


from what we are used to either in 
grammar or pronunciation, or meaning 
of words, to the ignorance or stupidity 
of the speaker. 
It may not be bad, 


but only antiquated English. Such as 
ourn for ours, umbrll for umbrella, 
afeard for afraid, riz for risen, to ax 
for ask, outen for put out or extin- 
guish, even "put them things away" 
for those things. 
However, these ex- 


pressions have had their day and are 
no longer good English, as they do not 
conform to the present iise and custom 
that must bo the standard In speaking 
and writing1. The same may be said of 
certain ways of pronouncing words 
now used only by uneducated or old- 
fashioneti people, as 
contrary, mis- 


cAwvous, blasp/inuous, instead of 
fon.- 


trary, ?«wcliiei'ous, W^.yphemous. It is 
easy to prove that these are not mis- 
pronunciations, but only an old pro- 
nunciation retained by the people 
after the educated classes liail given it 
up. 


In southern 
Pennsylvania, where 


many cxamplcsof metonomy have been 
observed, cucumber is often replaced 
by the S'cmeral name of pickle, as the 
thrifty 
gardener, anticipating 
the 


briny fate that awaits it, designates 
the vine aud its fruit. 
Lantern, Dr. 


Johnson says, is by mistake often writ- 
ten lanthorn, because 
transparent 


cases for candles were generally made 
of horn, and those who did not know 
the derivation of the word from the 
Latin lanterna were satisfied that this 
was the true etymology. The wicket- 
basket-covered glass 
jars, used by 


European peasants and sailors, were 
by them called 
"Dame Jeannes," 


Anglicized into demijohn, and known 
to the colored servants on an old south- 
ern home as the "Jimmy John." Ar- 
chaic is another word that in common 
use has lost its classic pedigree, and 
has degenerated into "arkey," denot- 
ing something very old-fashioned, with 
an imaginary reference to Noah's ark. 
Words spelled one way and pronounced 
another by some people who are what 
seme other people would call "heavy," 
are wreck, pronounced wrack, which 
gives us "wrack and ruin;" weapon, 
which they turn into weepon, and 
wound, which they rhyme with sound, 
following the old lexicographer, who 
tells iu "wound, woond, is a capricious 
novelty." 


Another of this class of words is chap, 


in some localities still pronounced ch op. 
Walker says the etymology of this 
word will not suffer us to write it chop; 
and universal usage will not permit us 
to pronounce it chap. So it must be 
classed among those incorrigible words, 
the prononnclation and orthography of 
which must ever be at variance. On 
the other hand the Irish are reproved 
by the same authority, in the year 1815, 
for pronouncing palm, balm and psalm 
as if spelled pawm, bawm and psawm, 
and now with a little less breath that 
is the accepted way in England and 
permissible in America. But will the 
day ever come when a collusior will 
mean, as it does in some places, any 
large or remarkable kind of gathering, 
even a funeral'.' It is probably a cor- 
ruption ot collision, for in the same 
neighborhood two wagons running- into 
each other would be called a collusion. 
Here, also, they say. instead of "light- 
ing a lamp," "making a candle;" and 
anything that burns easily is "combus- 
tions." But the same x^rophccy was 
once made in regard '.o "clever" and 
"fun," neither of which could now be 
spared from the language.—Philadel- 
phia TimtiS. 


Ttoo Letter "M." op Silver Dollars.

that the minute letter "M" to be seen 


j at the base of the head of Liberty on 
\ the facs of the silver dollars stands for 


"Mint" and is an evidence of the genu- 
ineness of the coin bearing it. This is 
a mistake. The "II" stands for Mor- 
gan—George T. Morgan—who is the 
originator of the design.

initial of the designer. 
This is to "be 


found in the waving locks of the fair 


j goddess, and is so cleverly concealed in 


1 the lines of the design that it can only 


be seen after a long scrutiny. A promi-

When a duty 
is assessed by the yard or pound there 
nan be no doubt concerning it, bnt when 
it is ad valorum it depends upon the 
foreign importers' honesty and the judg- 
ment of the appraisers, and the price is 
usually fixed abroad to escape the pay- 
ment of the full rate. The system ia so 
impossible to an equitable arrangement 
that it haa never been possible evan in 
f.hia country to have ad valorem duties 
throughout the United, States. There is 
frequently wide differences between the 
values tixed at different ports. 
All the 


leading nations of the world have con- 
demned it. 
Even free-trade England 


has abandoned every such duty but t ne, 
because no honest administration of. the 
revenue laws is possible when the valua- 
tion is made thousands of miles from the 
point ot production where it can't be ver 


"In 1881! Seoietary Manning mads au 


exhaustive report npon this subject to 
Congress and quoted 9 consensus of ex 
pert opinion urging the general adoption 
of specific duties for the protection of re- 
putable merchants and ot the revenue 
Secretary Manning declared, m sum 
mmg up the views he had gathered, tha 
undervaluations, false invoices and lik 
dishonesty were incontestable and no 
torionsly inherent in the ad valorem sys 
tern. That was a true and exaot state 
ment of fact which Chairman Wilson hw 
turned his back npon. This one teatur 
of the new bill il adopted, aside from al 
others, will sreatly increase the diffi 
anlties experienced in collecting tbe rev 
ennea. Fraudulent invoices and under 
valuation will become vastly more prev 
aleni, under it. The evil of this is two 
fold. It lessens the revenue that ehoul

The Charleston "tar," who said his name 
wasi James Letford, states that there 
can be 110 question as to the American 
admiral's action, although he did noth- 
ing- more than every other foreign ves- 
sel did that entered the bay.

This suit is against R. B. F. Pierce

Last Spring J. H. Woodward, who had 
formerly been a newspaper man in lu- 
diana. but more recently a speculator 


The preliminary hearing of the mer, 


Woodward, VanMeter and Howe, charged 
with attempting to rob the Peoria, De- 
eatnr and Evannville Eailwsy train on 
Monday night, November 12, wae brought 
to s close at Lincoln, Satnrday,following 
a week'e delay owing to the illness of the 
State's Attorney, the wounded brakeman 
and the absence ot important witnesses. 
No evidence waa produced on the part of 
the defendants, and Mr. Beach entered 
a motion that his client. Woodward, be 
dismissed. Mr. Blinn, on the part ot the 
people, made an argument against the 
motion, Ha held that plenty of evidence 
and proof had ceen offered to show that 
Woodward was connected with the at- 
tempt at robbery and the shooting of 
Brakeman Trott. In the testimony of 
Hiiam Jonea it was proven that Wood- 
ward proposed to go to Springfield and 
hold np a street oar. In all the others U 
waa asserted that Woodward answered 
quite nlosely the description of the long, 
thin man, wearing a white hat. 


The case was then submitted to Justice 


Coogan, who held Woodward to the 
January term of court. 
His bond was 


fixed at $3,000, in defanit of which he 
was sent back to jail. 


The charge of assault with intent to 


commit murder against Van Meter and 
Howe was dismissed, bnt a warrant 
charging them with larceny and a similar 
charge against Hhellea held the three to 
the January terra of court in bond of 
$1,000 esoh, which they failed to give and 
went back to jail. 


Shellea' daughter is also detained in 


jail as a witness, and will be held until 
the grpnd jury disposes of the charges. 
The disposition of the cage is rather sig- 
nificant. William Shellea the leader of 
the gang, and believed to be the one 
that incited the attack on the train, is in 
the county jail snfferirg from a severe 
attack of the grip.

According to an old nimrod moet 


hunters make serioua mistakes when they 
use duck-callers. Very few are familiar 
with or understand the significance ot 
the different notes that comes from the 
throats of tbe game they are endeavor- 
ing to deceive with their mechanical 
devices. The manufacturer ot the best 
known duck-caller, who has made a long 
study ot the birds in order to tune hie 
gay deceiver by their various calls says, 
that he never sounds bis caller when 
luring docks except in low quack, quack, 
quack, in imitation 
ot 
the female, 


with 
four 
or 
five 
seconds' space 


between eaoh of the three calls; then 
he waite for a minute or two and re- 
peats the three quacks again. 
These 


notes denota contentment and freedom 
from anything calculated to disturb, and 
are sure to bring in any duck that ;s dy- 
ing about. The drakes sometimes give 
vent to their feelings in load and tinging 
qnacks when surrounded by a nnmber of 
Females in good feeding quarters, and 
also early in the morning. The great 
mistake made by moat hunters in using 
the callers is in Bounding the alarm notes 
instead ot those juat described. The 
quick, loud quack of the drakes usually 
mean danger 
This is noted when a 


drake is suddenly flashed. He always 
gives a load, warning cry when he rises, 
and all other dnoka within hearing heed 
it and make quick their departure. The 
duck-caller is vary useful and helpful 
when one understands it, bat to keep it 
equaking all the time, as some hunters 
do, without knowing just what each note 
means, causes it to become a nuisance 
and drives all the ducks in terror to re- 
mote points.

A New Pension Rule. 


Commissioner ot Pensions Loohren 


Thursday issued tbe following imp >rtant 
order simplifying the practice of tlie bu- 
reau in the adjadioation of claims under 
the famous aotof June 27,1800: "Pnnsios 
certificates issued under the second sec- 
tion of the act of June 27, 1890, rill no 
longer specify particularly disabilities. 
In each certificates, where the maximum 
rating of 812 per month is allowed, the 
certificate will state that it is for i aaoil- 
ity to earn support at manual labor. 
Where lees than the maximum rating is 
allowed, the certificate will state that it 
is for partial inability to earn support by 
manual labor. Whenever, in tbe nase of 
a pension granted under said seol ion at 
less than the maximum rating, a ligbcr 
rating is subsequently sought, the appli- 
cation for such higher rating shall be 
considered, and treated, as a ciaim tor an 
increase, and not as a claim because ot 
new disability, and the increase it al- 
lowed, will commence from the date of 
the medical examination ihowirg the 
inoreased disability."
